A, There is a twofold Ignorance commonly treat- 
ed of by Moralifts, vf7. Ignorantia juris , and Ig- 
norantia tacii. That Actions proceeding from the 

Jauter are wholly Excafable, there cam be no Dils 

pote, becaufe in {uch Adhons (efpecially where 

reguifice Encuiry is made) there can be no Sinful 

Inteution. For we muft oblerve, that it 1s a ne- 

ceifary Condition of all Sin to be Voluntary, which 

is a Fundamental Peincivle rhac muft direct us in 
aliour Realonings uron Cafes of this Nature. In 

Kelation therefore tc che former, the Quettion will 

be, wheiber fuch Actions as proceed troin Ignoran- 

tia juris, Cam fail vnder the Nozion of Voluntary 

Sins ?. And we Antwer that they do: For that fort 

of Ignorance iuie,f is Voluntary. For he that neg- 

eats any Means of Informing himfelf in {uch Things 
ss he is bouad to know, muft by the Confenr of 
all: be acknowieged guilty of willful Ignorance: 
ite fiands Aniwerable to God for his Actions, not 
uiverly according to the prefent Knowledge that 
he actually has, but according to the Knowledge 
whica he ought and might have had, thofe Means 
oi Into:mat.on confidered, which he had afforded 
him. Ic will hkewife be granted, rhat rhe Laws 
by which Men are to be Govern'd are what every 
one 1s bound to know. Hence it will follow thar 
tae ¢ranigreflion of any Law of Nature is a will- 
tul Sin, norwithftanding thar it may fomtimes pro- 
ceed from an Ignorance of what that Lawis. For 
whoever will make a tight ule of that Light, 
which God has narutally endued every Man with, 
cannot fail of attaining the Knowledge of the Law 

of Nature: And an Ignorance of it muft imply a 

willful neglect, and confequently be Inexcatable. 

Sometimes indeed the Ignorance of the Law of 

Nature may extenuate the Sinfulnets of an Action 

proceeding from thence, tho’ it can never whoily 

excufe it. For tho’ the Light of Nature is of i- 

felf {uSicienr to difeover the Deformity and con- 

fequently Moral Unlawtalnefs of any Sinful Ach 

Ong” Yet common Opinion and general Cuftom 


andConfent may give that Authority to fome parri- 
cular Practices,eyven contrary to the Lawof Nature, 
as may prevent Mens entertaining any Scruple or 
Sufpicion of the Unlawfulnefs of them. And when 
Men follow a Courfe fo Univerfally approv'd and 
practic’d, their willfulnefs muft: be allow’d to be 
lefs, and their Ignorance more pardonable. What 
has been here faid of the Law of Naturé, muft be 
underftocd of the Ignorance of any other Law, 
either of God or Civil Authority, where Men have 
an Opportunity to know it. 

Q. Woo are they that St. Peter calls the Brother- 
hood, 1 Pet. 2. 17. , 

A. Brethren in the Apoftolical Ule of the Word 
are Chriftians; and the Brotherhood is the whole 
Society of Chriftian Men, or the whole Vilible 
Church of Chrift. We fay rhe whole Vifible 
Church of Chrilft, confifts not only of thofe who 
are the undoubted Heirs of Salvation, bur like- 
wile all thofe who are Baptiz'd and make an Our- 
ward Profeffion of Chriftianiry. ‘For tlofe who 
reftrain the Brotherhood. to fuch cnly as are truly 
and fincerely Chriftians, make the Precept of the 
Apoftle in this Place, of Loving the Brotherhood to 
fignify nothing: For it is not in otr Power to dif- 
cern who are fuch. It is neceflary therefore rhat 
this Term fhou'd be more Comprehenfive,and take 
in all thofe who are difcernable to us by the plain 
legible Characters of Baptifm and Outward Pros 
feffion. : 

Q. Wiat was the Reafon of the loig Duration of 
the Subserraneous Lamps of the Ancients ? 

A. The moft probable Opinion concernirig this 
Subyeet teems to us to be thac of Licehus, who has 
with more Exadtnefs and Subtilry purfued this En- 
quiry than any other Wricer. He thinks that Fire 
co’s not need any Humour for the Nourifhment of 
ir, buc only to hinder it from flying’ upwards, 
For itis abiurd (tays he) to think that Fire which 
isthe chict of all Elements cannor fubfift withour 
fointhing to feed it: -And as fot the fubftanee-thar 
is contumed by it, that-carinot be faid to Fomenc 
or Preferve the fame fire, but only to generare 
new. ‘Buc bere we are co oblerve,. rhat there may 
bea threefold Proportion between Fire and the 
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Matter of it. If either the Humor exceeds the 
ftrength of the Fire, or the Fire the Humor, the 
Flame prefently Vanifhes : Bur if their Virtues are 
equal, than neither of them can overcome or de- 
ftroy the other. This laft Proportion is oblerved 
to be betwixt the ftadical Moifture and Natural 
Heat in Living Creatures, And of this Kind were 
the Ancient Lamps of long Duration. For Care 
was taken to proporticn the unctuous Humor to 
the great Heat of che Fire: And leaft the Quali- 
ties of Heat or Cold, of Drynefs or Moifture, in 
the ambient Air might alter this Equality of Pro- 
portion betwixt them, and fo extinguifh the Flame, 
they hid thofe Lamps in Caverns of the Earth, or 
clofe Monuments. For this Reafon it was, that at 
the opening of thefe Caverns, and con{equently the 
admiffion of new Air to caufe an Inequality be- 
twixe the Flame and the Oy, the Lanip prefent 
ly went our. 

Q. How comes it that inthe greateft Cold in Win- 
ter the Air w& clea: 3 whereas it w the Nature of Cold 
to condenfe the Aire 

A. We are to obferve With Varenius, that a 
moderate Cold do’s not make the Air C.car but 
Cloudy, becaufe there is a {mall infenfible ear 
join'd with that Cold, by which Vapors are rats‘d, 
but cannot be difpers'd. But a icvere and vehe- 
ment Co!d dos indeed clear the Air, fur 1wo Rea- 
fons. 1. Becaute it makesthe proffer Vapors in 
the Air ta be (till more grofs, fo that by ther 
Weight they fall down and purge the Air. 2. Be- 
caufe {uch a violent Cold fhuts up the Pores of the 
Earth, and hinders all Vapors and Exhalations io 
rife out ef it thar wfually Cloud and Thicken the 
Air. We mult grant indeed that the Sea is not 
fhuc up with Cold: But notwithftanding ii’s Par- 
ticles are fo condénfed, that it is at fuch a feafon 
lefs proper for Exhalations, tho’ it fends out 
many, fince the Condition of the Sea and Earth is 
much different.

denberg, the Place appointed them for the Treaty ot 
the.Equivalent, and that the Deputies of the States 
were to fet out the Day of the Date, or the next to go 
to the Moerdyck, to meet the faid Plenipotentiaries 
and Conduct them at the faid Place appointed. It con- 
tinues that only the Deputies of the States are to hold 
thofe Conferences, and ’tis faid that the Minifters of 
England and the Emperor have confented to it, but 
with a reftri€tion not to touch any thing towards the 
dimembring the Monarchy of Spain, they being unwil- 
ling any way to give their Confent to it, We have 
alfo advice that the Duke of Marlborough arrived on 
the Coaft of Holland, ou Thurfday Evening and Land- 
ed there, which vc hope the next will confirm, asalfo 
of his fafe arrival at the Hague, where Prince Eugene 
is allo hourly expected co affilt in Concert with his 
Grace at the Councils there relating to the Peace, or 
otherwife go and put themfelves at the Head of the 
Army of the Allies in blanders, where great: Prepara- 
tidris are made {or an Early Campain, the Magazenes at 
Lifle, Toursiay, Mons, Greut and other Places being 
filled with Provifion and Ammunition for Horfe and 
Mei.
